Dear Mr. Hayes: 
 
 In response to your request, I have reviewed the Minority Business Enterprises’ proposal regarding proposed amendments to 
the above-referenced sections of the Virginia MBE Regulations. 
 

Based on that review, I find that the Minority Business Enterprise’s Board (the Board) has the authority to promulgate the 
amendments to 7 VAC 10-21-20, 7 VAC 10-21-130, and 7 VAC 10-21-310, pursuant to Sections 2.2-1403 (8) of the 1950 Code of 
Virginia, as amended.   
 
 I also find that the proposed amendments are consistent with the statutory grant of authority to promulgate them, are 
consistent with the statutes, and are internally consistent.  The proposed amendments do not appear to run afoul of state or federal 
statutes.  I further find that the proposed amendments have no Constitutional defect.
